If there :s one department of the 
present administ ration that is conduct- 
ed with a keen eye to business, and to 
the best interests of the country in} 
eeneral. and especially of the farming 
communiiy, without accusation of saith 
er incompetence or corruption, it is/ 
the agricultural depirtment, under the 
aéminisiration of the Hon. Mr. Fisher. 
Since he took over the administration 
of the department the creamery busi-| 
ness has been esiablished\on a broad| 
foundation in the Northwest, a ad 
plete system of cold stor: ge transpor-| 
tation for perishable farm produce has: 
heen esiablished and extended from the | 
first center of production in Canada tc 
the last center of eistribution in Bri-| 
tain. Millons of dollars worth of Can-| 
adian | produce has been marketed 
through the actual agency of the ag- 
riculiural department to the British 
government, ané in all branches there | 
has been an active and energ. lic sup>r-, 
vision to the benefit of the farming in- | 
dusiry in. all parts of the Dominion. 
But for some unexplained reason this 
department, its administration, and 
particularly its administrative head 
has been cingied out for irritating ob- 
jection and obstruction, if not actual 
sitack, by the oovosition during —t 
session. Whenever ihe minister of ag- 
riculiure bas appeared before the} 
House in presenting his estimates or| 
advocating improved lcegislation, he} 
has been met b%y the most persistent 
obsiructioa 2n7 in: Onsequent cri ic'sm. 
Two weeks ago the House was hell in| 
eession until afier six o'clock in the; 
morning on one item in his estimates 
without there being the shadow of an| 


i 


excuse for such a course. Last | 
night another sample of these obst ruc-| 
tive tactics was given. it appears! 


that the British government. in the 
fulfillment of its promise to provide 
catile for the restocking of the Boer 
farms in South Africa bas purchased 
a number of cattle for this purpose in 
Texas. When the minister of agricul- 
ture became aware that such purchases 
were io be made, he at once present- 
ed the claims of Canada as the field for 
purchase. through the Bigh Commirr 
sioner. Lord Strathcona. Apparently 
the British government did not find 
that they could get in Canada _ the 
class of cattle they wanted at the 
price they were able to get them else- 
where and therefore did noi do so. 
This action of the British government 
was made cbe basis of a motion of 
wani of confidence by Mr. Rufus Pope 
M. P. for Comption, Quebec, the con- | 
stituency adjoining that represented, 
by the Hon. Mr. Fisher. Apparently 
there is some soecia] animosity on the 
part of Mr. Pope towards the minis 
ter, for he never loses an opportunity 
to misrepresent the minister or  be- 
little his work. JB's motion was that 
the House regretted that the pgovern- 
ment had not taken more active mea- 
sures to secure the purchase of thesea 
eattle in Canada. This was made the 
text for a number of speeches by mem-| 
bers of the opposition on the subjects 
of preferential trade, unity of the cm- 
pire. protection versus free trade, and 
in fact almost every subject connect- | 
ed wich Canadian oc Imperial politics 
except the sudject of the responsibilit, 
of the Brilish government to the Bri- 
tish taxpayer of securing the best pos- 
sible value for what must necessarily | 
be a very dstasteful expenditure. It | 
is no! \eo much to say that the charac. | 
ter of the debate from the opposition 
benches was anything but creditable te! 
the good judgment of parliament, and| 
was a very strong reflection on the | 
common sense of the Canadian people. | 
It was evidently intended to represent | 
io the farming communify that the! 
minister of egreuliure was a failure! 
in earme for their immediate interests 
ibe effort being. by magnifying the 
preseni instance, to draw  aitention 
away from the good work that the! 
minister and his department are do-| 
ing, and if properly supported, will «jo! 
in the future--work which constitutes: 
a par. of the policy of the department 
of :giculture, and which was begun 
under the present minister. If his 
policy and administration, which has 
been o. such great benefit to the farm- | 
ing «ec uni y could pe @scredited on| 
a mai.er for which he was in no way 
responsible, it would certainly be a 
good political po'nt fer the opposition,

They are stable reared and 
adapted to a northern climate. High 
class caitie are not so much required 
at present fa South Africa, as cattle 
that will rusile satisfactorily on poor 
pasiure and that will stand an = in- 
tensely hot and also changeable cli- 
mate. Texas caitle fullfil these con- 
diiions better than Canadian cattle, 
and besides are very much less in price. 
When the minister knew that cattle 
were wanied it was his duty tocall the 
attention of the British government to 
what Canada hid to offer; but having 
done this and the British government 
baving decided that it could secure its 
requirements {o better odvantage else- 
where, there was no blame to be at- 
tached either to the minister of agri- 
culiure or to the British government, 
nor any occasion for a vote of censure 
on him or a threat to disrupt the Em- 
pire as against them.

Bulleim Correspondence. 

The Railway Commission Bill was up 
for consideration yesterday afternoon 
and a very lively discussion took place 
on an amendmeat proposed by W. F. 
McLean, M. P. for East York, and pro- 
prieior of the Teronto World, to com- 
pel railway companies to admit tele- 
phones of any tine into the railway 
siations. “he cause of the proposed 
amendment was an agreemcnt entered 
inio between the Canadian Pacific Rail 
way Company and the Bell Telephone 
Company, whereby the railway com- 
puny agreed not to allow the phones of 
any ovher company to be placed in the 
Cc. P. BR. stations. The effect of this 
agreement was to practically render 


Beli system useless, especially in small 
country places. At a village called 
Locust Hill on the C. P. R. line in East 
York the gcople after endcavoring to 
gei the Be'l compiay to give them a 
service. had established a small local 
system chiefly for the purpose of com- 
municaiing quickly with the railway 
staiion. Under the agreement  be- 
tween the railway company and the 
Bell company this system was denied 
entrance to the railway station and 
thereby its usefulness was destroyed. 
The course of the debite showed that 
if tbe Bell company were allowed this 
aévantaze over opposition systems, it 
placed that company absoiutely in con- 
trol, especially in small villages or 
country places along the C. P. R. lines. 
The minister of ral!ways opposed the 
motion on the ground that it would 
unduly inconveniefice the railway com- 
peny to require ii lo attend lo more 
than one phone in a railway station. 
The devate was taken part in by 
Messrs. McLean, Clarke, Lennox, 
Sproule. Kendall and Oliver, all of 
whoni supported the principle of the 
amendment. At the conclusion of the 
debate the minister promised to take 
ihe principle of Mr. McLean’s propos- 
ed amendment ‘nto his consideration, 
snd on that understanding the amend- 
meni was withdrawn fer the iime be- 
ing. 

During ihe cours? of the debate Mr, 
McLean mide a savage attack on the 
minister of railways, indicating that 
the minister’s attitude on the question 
the result of which was to support the 
Bell monopoly, arose from his connec- 
tion as president of the New $runs- 
wick Telephone Company, which Mr. 
McLein asseried was a puri of the 
Bell organ‘zation. He called upon the 
premier to ask for the resignation of 
the minister of railways on this 
ground The premier replied that it 
was not a crime to hold stock or of- 


the Bell company. I» any case it was 
not the Bell compyny that was under 
discussion. It was a_ general provi- 
sion in a general act and therefore, 
Mr. McLean’s objections did not apply. 
Had it not been for the conciliatory 
policy adopted ov Mr. Clarke, Mr. Mc- 
Lean’s cOurse would have inevitably re- 
sulted in the defext of his amendment. 
It was in deference to Mr. Clarke’s 
suggesiion, based on the promise of 
the minister o* favorable cOnsideration, 
that be withdrew it. There is very 
litile doubt. iu view of the discuss'on 
that took place, but tha’ the righis 
of independent telephone cOmpanies 
will be provected by their being given 
entrance io railway stations, subject to 
the decision of the railway commission, 
and irrespective of any private agree— 
ment between any one tclephone com- 
peny and tbe railway company.
